Torrance City Council 
Tuesday agreed to discon­ 
tinue rubbish and trash col­ 
lections for all but one and 
two family residences, and 
turned the matter over to 
City manager Ceorge Ste-' 
vena to come up with the 
best method of implement­ 
ing the decision. Report on 
project will be submitted ip 
January.

Major reason for the 
change in city pit)ceduiv 
on rubbish j>iekup is econ­ 
omy. City now operates 
trash disposal service for 
;i!1 homes apartments, eom- 
inercial and industrial 
firms.
Majority ol' industrial 

and large commercial firnv 
now contract with private 
concerns for the disposal ri' 
iheir rubbish.

Appearing in opposition 
to the plan was John Bar- 
Ion. Torrance resident, who 
(1 noted a* survey made by 
the City of Los Angeles, 
the Blacke-Veatch Report, 
that determined that the 
city could pickup all trash 
and garbage more econom-

caliy than private concerns 
could do the same job.

City of Los Angeles takes 
care of all garbage and 
trash pickups within the 
city and subsidizes the op­ 
eration from its gener.-i' 
fund.

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Trio of Carson Area Youths Confess to 
Kidnap-Robbery-Rape of Young Teacher

Long Beach officers this 
week reported that three Car­ 
son youths may face a death 
penalty under the state's
"Little Lindbergh" law for 
the kidnapping-assault of a 
school teacher.

.Jailed on suspicion of kid­ 
naping, rape and robbery are 
Casev Chavez. 18. of 176CM S. 
Broadway; Raymond Vidal, 
20. of 403 E. Double St.; and

Kenneth .1. Pennington, 20. of 
359 E. Carson St.

Suspects were identified 
after a check of the photo 
files at police headquarters.

Officers said that the three 
stopped to offer assistance 
Dec. 8 when the victim's car 
broke down in the Carson 
area.

The youths forced her into 
a car and drove her to Long 
Beach where they robbed and

criminally assaulted her.
The victim is a 21-year old 

teacher in a local school dis­ 
trict. (Thavez. an unemployed 
laborer was. identified as the 
driver of the car. Pennington 
is married and the father of 
a small daughter according to 
police reports.

Officers said that all three 
of the suspects have con­ 
fessed the crime.
